Of course,' It is only natural that elected officials 
In college, as In public life, should rem^n to some 
extent politically Inclined. However, any class 
officer who fwls that {his is the primary use that 
can be made of his position will hardly justify 
the faith of those who elected him, or even those 
conscientious "politicians" who backed his can- 
didacy. 

I ndolence! This a danger also. In the past it has 
been a general practice of class officers once 
they have been elected to sit back and bask in 
their glory, for some, the presidency of a class 
has meant great prestige With the student body. 
For others, it has meant another item to put in a 
graduating biographical sketch. Will this happen 
again? 

D efinitely? No, nbt necessarily, if all of the newly 
elected officers were sincere In the numerous 
campaign promises which they made. Among the 
better promises offered this year was that of new 
§<‘hlor aas,s President, Chester Byms, who prom- 
j Issd an active "jobs for seniors" campaign. (Mr. 
BJBms’ eaiire platform is^printed elsewhere on this 
page.) H Mr. Byms wUl persistently follow up 
this excelU'rit |dea then we believe he will in no 
way be' guilty of lndolenc4, using his office, or any 
other charges. Rather, he will stand out as one 
of the best sehlor presid^qts in The Unlversity's- 
history. 

A ttitudes? No one can say what the attitudes of 
the new officers about their jobs really are, but 
we hope tl»t they look upon their new tasks as a 
' democratic responsiblilty to their respective class- 
es- The attitudes of the new officers will certainly 
in the end be reflected in the earnestness with 
which they tackle their new jobs. 

»ough? Sure, the winners of the class elections face 
i a tough job, but they were aware of that when 
they entered the race. It’s nice to have that vic- 
torious feeling following an election, but It’s bet- 
ter to have the satisfaction of a successful fight' 
with a tough, and even thankless job. / 

E ffort! In that word Itself lies the key to the whole 
theme of what we’ve said. No one can ever com- 
pletely condemn a person for going ail. out to lick 
- . . a problem, but one can denounce in no uncertain 
terms any display of a "do-nothing ” attitude on 
the part of those to whom has been entrusted to 
a large degree the ytandlng and repuUtlon of an 
fiitlre college class. 

S uccess! Yes, success as a class officer lies within 
the grasp of each new officer if he exercises his 
full responsibility as an elected officer of his 
dass. And if the class officers meant what they 
saldVlast Wednesday at the . election rally when 
they set forth ijhelr respective platforms. It is 
certain that the student body can expect big 
things. But whether the results be big or small 
the newly dected class officers have si responsi- 
bility to their fellow classmates tq fulfilL And 
that responsibility can ordy be fulfilled through 
effort, work, and resultsk Good luck, victors, 
you’ll be needing it.

Open Letter from CHET BYRNS to His FeUow Seelon 
e TIffi OFFICE of Senior Class President calls for a 
leader who combines intelligence. Imagination and 
energy. In the past it has been pretty much of an 
empty title. But it can be used to promote the in- 
terests of the graduating class and that Is my sole 
aim. To the Class of ’48 X present the following 
program In the briefest form, which I promise to enact 
immediately after election. 

40B8 FOR SENIORS 

"1. The major part of my time as Senior Class 
President will be devoted to . securing jobs for the 
graduates. Upon election I will immediately appoint 
a committee of the most capable seniors whose job 
it will be to survey the major flelds of study, the 
backgrounds and the job preferences of the graduating 
class. When this information is consolidated and 
classified, letters will be sent to employers throughout 
the country informing them of the number and gen- 
eral qualifications of seniors in their particular Held 
and asking these employers to send representatives to 
Interevlew these seniors. The committee will make 
all necessary arrangements for these interviews, and 
will at all times work in close coordination with the 
United States Easployment Service and Civil Service. 
Full use will be made of the Hatchet In this employ- 
ment program' and constant liaison will be maintained 
with the Alnmnl Aaaoelatlon. This employment com- 
mittee will from March to May 1948 maintain an, 
office where employment material will be kept and 
where employers ind seniors may go for information. 

“2. A Publicity Committee of seniors will be ap- 
pointed with the sole job of getting all possible pub- 
licity for the Class of ’48. 

“3. A Onrrent ARsIrs Committee will be charged 
with conducting forums and lectures on matters of 
current intermt. Since 1948 is dection year, this 
committee will invite many of the nation's prominent 
men to address the senior class. This committee will 
also encourage the use\of the University for broadcasts 
on public issues and will sponsor discussions by seniors. 

"4. Freqtwnt Senior Cliws Meetings will be held so 
that seniors may become better acquainted with each 
other and discuss matters of common interest. In the 
past meetings of the senior class have been neglected 
despite their obvious importance. 

"S. My Social Committee will sponsor in addition 
to the usual senior dances, frequent informal dgnees 
and parties at the lowest possible prices. The social 
life of the non-fratemity and noh-sorority seniors in 
'the past has been uneventful. All the efforts of my 
social committee will be designed for these neglected 
seniors, who comprise th> majority of the class. I 
will make the senior year a really eventful and mem- 
orable year hi the Hvee of all gradaatsa."
